Claims 1-19, 21, and 33 have been canceled and claims 20, 22-32, 34-40 are pending. 

Each of the pending claims stand rejected. All of the rejected claims are being 
appealed. 

It is notable that substantive arguments for patentability are presented for all pending 
independent claims (claims 20, 31, and 37) as well as some of the dependent claims 
(claims 25, 35, and 38). The patentability of dependent claims 22-24, 26-30, 32, 34, 
36, and 39-40 will not be separately argued except to note that they are allowable 
based on their dependency on an allowable base claim.
